layed in the completion of ihe build- 
ing $25 should be forfeited U> the 
local company and the overtime con- 
sumed in erf>eting the building,, to- 
gether with the granted extension by 
K new cantr&ct, af+«r, the."fire,- was 
153 days for wire's the defendant 
pompany withheld the sum of 13825.
